The 
latest numlier of tlie California High¬ 
way Itulletin, piililished liy the state 
tiighway eommisslon eonlains the re- 
rirodiictloii of a photograph wliieli 
miglit surprise some of those who ad- 
viH'ute taking out all Hie trees which 
are growing in the .Sierra .Madre 
•streets. Ttie picture's title Is "Saving 
the Tri-es, .State Highway near Rose¬ 
ville.” The picture siiows a road <‘rew 
at work Iniildirig roadways on either 
side Ilf a liig tree wlilch sOinds in the 
middle of the road, A large oval space 
about the tree is left uncovered liy 
paving material in order to allow air 
and moisture to penetrate the soil 
aliout Hie trunk. The outward swing 
on either side of tlie tree gives <|uite 
a curve to the roadwu.v. .■\nother pic¬ 
ture of a long straight stretch of hlgli- 
ivay shows a tree ill Hie distance 
standing Hipiarcly in Hu middle of the 
road.

WINERIES AND OTHER THINGS 

To the I'Uiitor and Readers: 

The question of pennlttluK wineries 
and other means of dispensing liquor 
is now before the voters of Sierra 
Madre, as it is before many other corn- 
niunltles. The only arttuinent in favor 
of eontinuintt the wineries in Sierra 
Madre seems to be a personal one. 

We supposed it to be a conceded 
fact that no man’s personal affairs 
should have any influence in the mak¬ 
ing of laws tor the community at 
large. 

I'lie question is not wlietlier Mr. 
Hurt or Mr. (iuerclo an- good men to 
run vviiieries. it is simply this: Are 
wineries a good thing to have in our 
city, or not? Are saloons a good thlntt 
for the musses, or nut? 

if there were a saloon In Sierra 
.Vl.adre what kind of men would you 
see sitting around the door or stag- 
gerlng tlown the street—the better 
class of citizens? Must assuredly not. 
It wouhl be the loafers and those who 
have so lost their self-respect and self- 
contnd that they would not care who 
saw their condition. 

'I’he only dltTerence between the sal¬ 
oon and our wineries Is this: The 

Japanese hoy, the Mexican, the unfort- 
unuti' man (or woman) who is ad¬ 
dicted to drink, from whatever class 
in life, can go. or send, to the winery 
and get his liquor and not many will 
see or know his shame. Is this better 
or Worse than a saloon? 

It is a useless argument to say that 
Mr. Hart never sells wine to a drunk¬ 
ard. He cannot by any possibility 
know the habits of all who come to 
hiB door for wine. Neither is his em¬ 
ploye, the Japanese boy who dispenses 
and delivers it, able to discriminate. 

'I'liroughout all history we have rec¬ 
ords of men who were willing to sacrl- 
llce their lives for the beneilt of hu¬ 
manity. and men have heroically lost 
their lives in saving the life of even 
one other human being of so little 
account that he might never liave been 
nitssed. 

Our wine manufacturers and mer¬ 
chants are not asked to sacrillce their 
lives or even their livelihood (for each 
lias another occupation) but simply 
what is to them a small business. They 
are to sacrifice it for the benefit of 
humanity. It may be imor humanity, 
or rich humanity. That does not mut¬ 
ter. In either case It Is the humanity 
whlcti liecomes brutality, crime- and 
death when under the intluence of al¬ 
coholic drink. 

Which can best afford to lose the 
dollars which the laboring man spend 
for gallons of wine—the makers of 
the wine, or the families of the men 
to whom those dollars mean the day's 
supoly of food, the necessities of life? 

If the citizens of Sierra Madre allow 
this ordinance to be defeated it will 
not only mean that we will continue to 
have in our midst the wineries which 
are obviously more harmful, taking all 
classes into consideration, than an 
open saloon publicly located, but it will 
also mean the free delivery of alco¬ 
holic drinks from wagons to any man, 
woman or child within our city limits 
who deaires it. 

II fiillDW.M that iiur beautiful Sierra 
Madre would attrai t a claas id' citlzetiH 
who would not care ho much fur the 
beauty of our location uh fur the fact 
that they wouhl nut llnd In uur clean, 
dry neighboring town.s the condition 
suited to their tu.steB. namely, the op¬ 
portunity of securing alcoholic drink. 

The whole matter may be summed 
up In the editorial in Inst .Vlonduy's 
Tribune on the subject of Samuel 
(Ireuson, the .N’ew York brewer, whose 
will iirovldes a legacy for his son con¬ 
ditioned im the latter's total abstinence 
for the period of tlirce years. t’om- 
laeiitlng thereon, the Tribune said; 
•Tberi- spoke the father heart, Im- 
liortanl as he doubtless regarded the 
conllnusil success of his liuslness, he 
fell dee|i in Ills liest instincts that It Is 
t*etti*r to kioqi the fi'id of one youth out 
of the paths of danger. "

An.v registered phiu-macist who 
sells or dlH))enseH liquors for bona tide 
medicinal imrposes only, ii|ion a pre¬ 
scription isBued. signed atid dated by 
u duly licensed physician; provided 
that the name of the person applying 
for the itrescrlptloii, and the name of 
I he person for whose use the prescrip¬

In numerous idaces in the 
east, .Mr, Han has made .Sierra .Madre 
a familiar name. Mr. Hart makes it 
an alisolute rule not to sell, under any 
circumstances, to minors, or to per¬ 
sons known or reputed to tie of Intem¬ 
perate haliits.

and sale of wine in Sierra .Madre. 

This means, if the ordinance be car¬ 
ried. that .Mr, Hart can no longer 
make wine; and he is to be summarily 
put out of business, his winery and 
idant rendered worthless, and his in¬ 
come from that source practically con- 
liscated. 

Today .Mr. Hart is carrying on a per- 
fi'ctly legitimate business in an abso- 
dutely legitimate way.

Will the temiierate, fairminded, self- 
resiiecting citizens of Sierra Madre 
vote for the perpetration of such an 
outrage? 

V.'e think not, and therefore urge 
them to make it a jioint of honor and 
dut,\' to join with us in showing our 
disappioval of this crude, ignorant, ill- 
drawii. ill-considered, i.ntemperate or¬ 
dinance by voting XO on the day of 
election.

In Hartmeyer \s. Iowa, tiie Supreme 
Co-irt declared: "So far a.s such a 

rigid r<o sell intoxicating lii|Uor] ex¬ 
ists, it is not one of tlie rights grow¬ 
ing o -t of citizenship in the I'niteil 
Statfs.” In Kidd \'.s. Pearsi»n it wa;t 
held tliat the manufaeture of litiuor, 
though intendi d e.xelusively for .sale 
in another stjite, might lie .suppressed. 
In still another ease: 

"U is urged that as the liquors aro 
ust-d as a Iteverage. anil tlie injur.v fol¬ 
lowing tliem, if taken in excess, is vol- 
■ntarily inliieted and is conlined to the 
parts- offending, their sale should bo 
witho t restrietlon.s. The contention 
is that wliat a man shall drink, equally 
with wliat lie sliaJl eat. is not protterly 
fi siiliject for legislation. There is in 
this iMisition an assumption of fact 
wliieli lilies not exist, that when the 
liquors are taken in excess the injuries 
ar ■ Ionllneil t,i the iiarty offending.”
